M. S. HAYES BALKS 
ON THIRD PARTY 


By W ILLIA M K. HUTCHINSON. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—The new 
McNary-Haugen farm relief 
bill, in­ 
tended as a panacea for America’s ag­ 
ricultural ills, was to be taken up to­ 
day 
in 
the senate with indications 
pointing to its enactment next week 
by a substantial majority. 
In its new compromise form, the bill 
differed considerably from the meas­ 
ure vetoed by President Coolidge a 
year ago. 
It contained the equaliza­ 
tion fee feature, written Into the for­ 
m er relief bill, bat in such an amend­ 
ed form that its authors hope to se­ 
cure presidential approval. 
Th# present bill proposed two dis­ 
tinct 
and 
entirely separable reme­ 
dies." explained Senator McNary (R ), 
of Oregon, author of the bllL First. It 
provides loans to cooperative associa­ 
tions a t a low rats of intereat. 
and 


second, in case of failure of the first 
remedy, it provides for the making of 
marketing agreements, providing that 
losses on transactions authorized un­ 
der the agreements would be absorbed 
by the commodity whose producers re­ 
ceive the direct benefit. 
Authrity of Farm Board. 
The federal farm board, to consist 
of the secretary of agriculture and 12 
members, one from each federal re­ 
serve district, would be appointed by 
the president, subject to confirmation 
by the senate. 
All the authority for 
carrying out agricultural relief would 
be vested lo this board. 
Advisory councils, of seven members 
each, woald be created to represent 
each agricultural commodity tai advis­ 
ing the board. The councils would be 
named by the board from lists of can­ 
didates submitted by cooperative asso-i 


elations or other farm organizations, 
dealing in each particular crop. 
The board, briefly, would have au­ 
thority to: 
1— Make loans to any cooperative 
association, from a $250,000,000 fund, 
to ald in controlling any surplus or 
marketing any crop. 
Loans would be 
for a 20-year period at 4 per cent In­ 
terest. 
2—Establish clearing house associa­ 
tions to aid in marketing or distribu­ 
ting any crop "to prevent gluts or fam­ 
ines In any market for such commod­ 
ity and to reduce waste incident 
to 
the marketing of such commodity." 
8— Establish terminal marketing as­ 
sociations to "maintain public markets 
in distributing centers for the more 
orderly distribution and marketing" of 
any crop.

Removing Peril of Fog 


W ithin a very short time It Is belle vee* most of the 
difficulty caused by fog on Ute eastern end of the tran s­ 
continental air mail route— from Cleveland to Now York 
— will have been eliminated by m eans of radio beacons, 
th ese beacons to operate on a dial on the instrum ent 
board of the mail plane to show the pilot where he is on 
his course. 
Until recently the beacons alw ays have operated aud­ 
ibly by moans of ear phones. 
The dial Is considered 
ft great Improvement. 
A new type of beacon also will 
be aet up in the mountainous country of Pennsylvania 
by the United States departm ent of commerce and oper­ 
a te d for a time to determ ine its value. 
It Is the belief 
th is new beacon will be even more successful than the 
p resen t type. 
This new series of beacons will consist of 
radio broadcasting sets of low pow er placed every three 
m iles along the route.

The sausages w ere in small pats. 
of which the president took one, and 
a single griddle cake. H e is a very 
light eater. 
The cofee was good and the toast 
nicely browned. All in all, it was a 
very excellent meal. My criticism of 
It is that it had one more course than 
a breakfast for office m en need have.

One of the machines leaves P itts­ 
burgh a t 8 a m., arrives in E ast Liv­ 
erpool a t 8:55 a. rn. and Detroit at 
6:30 p. rn. The other bus leaves De­ 
troit a t the sam e hour and reaches 
here a t 5:35 p. rn. and Pittsburgh at 
6:30 p. rn.
